Te Food Prices Commission held a 


sublic session yesterday at the offices, 
a Touche Buildings, Castle street, 
Dublin, Mr. J. P. O’Brien, chairman, pre- 
sided. 
Senator D. L. Robinson, Miss Kate Breen 
(vice-chairman, Kerry County Council), Mr. 
L. J. Duffy (general secretary, I.L.P.) and 
Mr. E. J. Riordan (Controller of Prices), 
secretary. . 
Mr. E. J. Shott (Messrs. Craig, Gardner 
and Co., Dublin) and Mr. L. Bevan (Messrs. 
Kennedy, Smellie and Co., London) gave 
evidence on behalf of the Irish Flour Millers’ 
Association, | 
Mr. Shott, who said that he represented 
the Millers” Association in an accountancy 
capacity, stated that the Association in- 
cluded all the firms in the Saorstat engaged 
in milling wheaten flour. There were twenty- 
six such undertakings, with a total capacity 
of 357 sacks per hour. He believed that the 
requirements of the Saorstat were estimated 
at 2,600,000 sacks per annum, as compared 
with 2,900,000 sacks estimated in 1927. The 
possibility of producing the total depended 
on the number of hours worked. If milling 
was restricted to 6,500 hours per annum, or 
130 hours per week for fifty weeks, then the 
total production would be 3,320,000 sacks. 
An additional ten hours per week would 
increase the total by 178,000 sacks. It was 
understood that within the next three 
months additional plant would be in opera- 
tion which would bring the total capacity 
quite capable of dealing with the full 
requirements. 

Mr. O’Brien asked was the witness aware 
that it was expected that their own mills 
would be supplying all the Saorstat require- 
ments shortly. 


DAWN OF NEW ERA. 


Mr. Shott said that he believed in about 
three months. He thought that, following 
the adoption of protection against imports 
of foreign flour in August, 1932, the inter- 
vening period might be regarded as the dawn 
of a new era in a flour-milling industry of 
the Free State. In the application for a 
tariff brought forward by the millers in 
1927 the futility of establishing a flour- 
roilling industry on a sound and economic 
basis in the absence of a necessary measure 
of protection was strongly emphasised. Up 
to the present constructional stage of the 
industry here it was faced with conditions 


from external competition with which 
it was quite powerless to cope, and 
as a result the existing millers, for 
the most part, were not flour millers 


in the real sense of the word. With few 
exceptions, they engaged in mixed businesses, 
and over a considerable period their accounts

Some of them would be given something 
under 3s., and the Government would have to 
increase the margin of profit much over 3s. to 
the small millers because of the absence of 
facilities. 

Chairman—If the margin of profit is to be 
kept at a reasonable figure, either the small 
miller goes or the big millers become 
millionaires ? 

Mr. Bevan—Or there must be some way of 
control. 

Miss Breen—A combine can wipe out the 
small mills.

INCREASED COST OF 
RELIEF, 

A further increase in the cost of relief wag 
reported at the weekly meeting of the 
Dublin Board of Assistance yesterday. The 
relieving officers stated that for the week 
ending Saturday last 8,964 cases -had been 
dealt with at a cost of £5,537 1s., in increase 
of 85 cases and £62 4s. over the previous 
week, As compared with the corresponding 
week of last year there is an increase of 
1,165 cases and £907 4s. 

A letter was received from the Secretary, 
of the Irish Local Government Officials’ 
Union enclosing a resolution protesting 
against Government proposals to reduce 
salaries. The resolution stated that any, 
reduction would result in scales of salaries 
totally incommensurate with the responsi- 
bilities entailed, and the letter added that, in 
the case of the Dublin Poor-Law Service, the 
operation of economy “ cuts’’ on a body of 
officials already inadequately paid would 
result in great hardship and injustice. If 
reduced the salaries would be lower than 
those which any commercial concern would 
offer for posts of much less responsibility.
